Washington, March 1. The 
House 


committee on foreign affairs, by a vote 
of 7 to 5, today agreed to a favorable re 
port on the bill of Represenatlve Ad 
ams of Pennsylvania, "To increase th< 
efficiency of the foreign service of tlu. 
United States and to provide for the re- 
organization of the consular service.' 


The bill as recommended is slight!} 


amended from its original form, the sal 
ary of consuls general of the first class

The bill provides for a non-partisan 


commission to assist the President in 
the reorganization of the consular ser 
vice.

By its suppression of the colored vote 
and its assumption of the 
representa- 


tion of that vote in Congress and in the 
electoral college the South is at pres- 
ent exercising a negro domination over 
the North. Whenever an attempt !s 
made to correct this wrong and give 
the North an equal chance in the gov- 
ernment of the country the South pre- 
sents a solid front against the proposi- 
tion and tries to create sympathy for 
Itself by raising the cry of sectionalism. 
It wants representation for the colored 
people in Congress and the electoral 
college, suppresses the colored vote and 
so trenches on the equal suffrage rights 
of the North. In short the South re- 
fuses to let the North alone and Insists 
upon exercising its own political rights 
and a share of the political rights of 
the North also.

Metropolitan Opera House is a wee ori- 
fice compared with the size 
of the 


house but through it flows the elixir of 
life—the money of the public 
It Is 


believed that the receipts of the New 
York 
season 
alone this year wil 


amount to ?1,200 000 


If the public could get more than 


just a peep at the box office it would 
learn a number of interesting things 
For each performance 3 425 tickets are 
required, and it takes the box office 
start two days to separate the single 
sale.from the subscription tickets for 
each week, so that the latter shall not 
be sold In duplicate All the tickets 
must be 'racked by Wednesday night 
because the sale of the next week be 
gins on Thursday As a rule, a per 
formance Is not sold out until the nigh 
itself 
But Mr Max Hirsch who pre- 


sides over the box office at the Metro- 
politan Opera House, tells me he re- 
members a Pattl performance when 
the box office opened at nine o'clock In 
the morning and the house was sold 
out by one o'clock in the afternoon 
The box office window at the Metropol- 
itan Opera House drops with the cur- 
tain at night There are two sellers 
on duty during the week, and three on 
Sunday night, because a Sunday night 
audience is what Is known as a 'late 
audience' 
It puts oft buying tickets 


until the last moment. 
Mr Hirsch has considerable reputa- 


tion among the theatre' treasurers of 
the country as the author of a set of 
rules for the guidance of ticket sellers, 
some of which are as follows 
" 'You must be a mind reader.'

NOT A LEAP YEAH. 


An Explanation of the Exception to 


the Rule. 


This year's numeral, 1900, being dl- 


vlsable by four, under the 
ordinary 


ule It would be a leap year and Thurs- 
day would have been February 29 in- 
stead of March 1 
The explanation of 


the exception to the rule is given and 
Is Interesting to those not already 
faminar with It. When Pope Gregory 
XIII reformed the Julian calendar, he 
found that the legal year was ten days 
behind the solar year, so he ordered 
that the day after Oct 3, 1582, should 
be Oct 14 And to prevent the legil 
year getting so far behind the solar 
year again he ordered, further, that 
thereafter the centurlal years which 
could not be divided by 400 should not 
be leap years. That Is, we borrow 
from the future eleven minutes each 
year for ninety-nine, years, and rather 
more than pay them back In three 
centurial years by having no leap 
years, ano on the fourth centurial year 
even matters up again by having n 
leap year. The borrowing and paying 
back, undo? Pope Gregory's rule, are 
so well balanced that there Is an error 
of one day In 3,323 years, when that 
period has elapsed, the legal year will 
be one day behind the solar year.

Orr's Island last week, says the Bath 
Times. It seems that they learned th-it 
a wholesale business of boiling little 
lobsters and picking} the meat out cf 
them was going on at Orr's Island by 
William T. Stevens, James F. Stilphe-.i, 
Ralph Stevens and a woman whose 
name could not be learned, Last Wed- 
nesday the wardens went to\the Island 
and found the poneiing In Ttull blast 
and one could smell boiled lobsters for 
nearly-half a mile. The wardens raided 
the place, finding anjold shed all fitted 
up for the business, containing a long 
wooden trough, six jjy two feet, ten 
Inches deep, full to running over with 
the bodies of little j lobsters, also 
a 


boiler full on the stove and in the 
house nearby ten large palls full. It 
Is claimed that the people who engaged 
in this business would buy all the small 
lobsters of the fishermen that they 
could get, then while these lobsters 
were alive break them In two and 
throw their bodies overboard only sav- 
ing the tails and claws, which wou.d 
be difficult for the 
'flsh wardens , to 


measure. Hanna says It would have 
taken at least 260 little lobsters to 
have made the meat jthat they found.
